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1. The proposed amendments to claims 1, 8, and 21, set forth 
in the amendment filed after the final rejection on Feb. 14, 
2006, adds the limitation that the group X comprises an 
arylamine group "selected from the group consisting of ... a 
triphenyl amine group. " Said limitation raises new issues 
because said limitation was not previously present in the 
claims . 

The proposed amended claims 1, 8, and 21 further raise 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, of claims 2, 
9, and 27, for being outside the scope of said claims 1, 8, 
and 21, from which they depend, respectively. Claims 2, 9, 
and 27 recite that the group X comprises a "p-N,N- 
disubstituted) arylamine group," which is broader than the 
" triphenyl amine" group recited in proposed amended claims 1, 8, 
and 21. 

The proposed limitation to claims 1, 8, and 21 also raises 
a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, of those 
claims for lack of an adequate written description for the term 
"triphenyl amine." The originally filed specification at 
page 22 exemplifies two particular compounds where the group X 
is an unsubstituted p-N, N-diphenylaminophenylene . The proposed 
limitation "triphenyl amine" recited in claims 1, 8, and 21 is 
broader than the disclosed unsubstituted p-N, N-diphenylamino- 
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phenylene because it encompasses substituted triphenyl amine 
groups and triphenylamine groups that are attached to the carbon 
atom in the group -N=C(R)- in the formula recited in claims 1, 
8, and 21 at positions other than the 4-position of the 
phenylene ring. 

2. Notice of NON-COMPLIANT AMENDMENT (37 CFR 1.121) 

Item E: The proposed amendment to claim 8 tries to delete 
the subject matter "an NR a group," which is not present in the 
claim. The amendment to claim 8 filed on Jun. 17, 2005, deleted 
the phrase "an NR a group." 

37 CFR 1.121 reads: "[W]hen claim text with markings is 
required. All claims being currently amended . . . shall . . . 
be submitted with markings to indicate changes that have been 
made relative to the immediate prior version of the claims. The 
text of any added subject must be shown by underlining the added 
text.

3. The examiner's refusal to enter the proposed amendment 
filed on Feb. 14, 2006, renders applicants' arguments with 
respect to said amendment moot. 

Furthermore, applicants' assertions regarding the objection 
to the specification set forth in the final rejection mailed on 
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Dec. 14, 2005, paragraph 6, item (1), and the rejection of 
claims 1-14 and 21-27 set forth in the final rejection, 
paragraph 8, are not persuasive for the reasons discussed in the 
final rejection, paragraph 6, pages 6-7. Accordingly, the 
objection to the specification and the rejection of claims 1-14 
and 21-27 stand.
